Chicago,

New York, Colonel T. P. Lloy d of Flor j 
Ida. General John H. McDowell of Ten- j 
nessee, Henry J. Allen of Kansas, ox j

S. Fisher of Arizona. 
Governor Johnson had b een pu t in 
nomination b y Ju dge Lindsay of Colo- | 
rado and the nomination had b een sec- !

James R. Garfield of Ohio, Rainb ridge 
Colb y of New York, Frederick Landi3 
of Indiana.

the convention adjou rned. 
At that moment a great b anner was 
dropped from the girders on the roof

“Roosevelt and Johnson—New York 
and California—hands across the con­ 
tinent.

E. Scott of Alab ama, chairman of the 
committee on permanent organization, 
annou nced that the committee recom­ 
mended that the temporary officers of 
the convention b o made the perma­ 
nent officers. 
This was done and per­ 
manent Chairman Beveridge acknowl­ 
edged the compliment. 
Medill McCormick of Illinois got a 
rou sing welcome when as chairman of 
the committee on ru les he reported 
the recommervdgtions of that commit­ 
t e e to the effect that, the new party 
shou ld be known as the Progressive 
party . 
Inasmu ch as the committee on 
resolu tions was not ready to report 
for some time, the ru les were su spend­ 
ed and the convention proceeded to 
nominate candidates for president and 
vice president.
